pretty rapid rate.

interviewed,

was walking on the west side of 
the road about 100 yards ahead, 
says that as the car came to- 
ard him, he jum ped the ditch to 
avoid being

wards, he recrossed to the road 
and found the Rev. Fitzpatrick’s 
body lying on the west side 
of 
the road about forty feet north 
of where his hat lay near

HAYTI POSSE HILLS 
ESCAPED MANIAC

Louis,

11.- 
Hammle Shane, escaped inmate 
of 
the St. Louis City Sanitar­ 
ium, was shot to death by mem­ 
bers of a Sheriff’s posse Tues-| 
day at Hayti, Pemiscot County 
according 
to 
a dispatch from 
Cam thersville, the county seat. 
Shane, 
a homicidal 
maniac, 
who 
had 
killed 
two 
persons 
here, escaped from the Sanitar­ 
ium for the 
second time 
last 
June, Just before State Senator, 
Michael Kinney was shot by 
a 
mysterious assailant 
at a rail­ 
road station in St. Louis Coun­ 
ty. 
Kinney said, on seeing 
a 
picture of Shane, that the 
pic­ 
ture looked like the man 
who 
shot him. 
A fter Shane was lo­ 
cated in Pemiscot County, Kin­ 
ney made no accusation against 
him, and he was permitted 
to 
remain 
at 
large. 
A 
jury 
in 
Pemiscot County declared him 
to be of sound mind. 
Since last October Shane has 
been a defiant violator of 
the 
liquor laws, and has withstood 
arrest. 
He was 
arrested 
and 
taken into court, but while 
a 
hearing was going on at Caruth- 
ersville, he picked up a rifle and 
a shotgun and backed out of 
a 
Justice Court 
and went across 
lots to his home at Hayti. eight 
miles away. 
Recently, when the county of­ 
ficers 
decided 
to 
take Shane 
prisoner again, it was 
learned 
that he was wearing 
a bullet­ 
proof jacket. 
Sheriff 
J. Ham 
Sm ith fired two shots which hit 
the jacket and were 
deflected. 
When 
the 
Sheriff got a posse 
and went a fte r Shane at that 
time, he appeared at his window 
with what they declared to be a 
machine gun, and threatened to 
kill them. 
Yesterday Sheriff 
Smith and 
his seven companions . went to 
the 
frame 
dwelling of 
Tobe 
Baird, where Shane 
was stay­ 
ing, and oredered all the occu­ 
pants 
out. 
All 
went 
out but 
Shane. 
Baird was then told to 
tell Shane that if he did not sur­ 
render, the house would he fir­ 
ed into, and burned if necessary. 
Shane sent back word that he 
would die rather than to surren­ 
der. 
He then began §ring from 
the windows with his so-called 
machine gun, which pproved to 
be an automatic rifle. 
He fired 
repeated rounds, but the Sheriff 
and his men 
kept in sheltered 
places. 
The Sheriff and his men fired 
with rifles and shotguns, break­ 
ing the windows. 
A fter a time 
the firing from the house ceas­ 
ed, and the officers thought pos­ 
sibly they had wounded Shane. 
Then three revolver shots were 
heard in the house, followed by 
silence. 
Just as the 
men out­ 
side were beginning to believe 
that Shane had shot himself, he 
began firing from another win­ 
dow. -Evidently he had practic­ 
ed a ruse to get his pursuers out 
of their shelter. 
The firing on the house was 
resumed, 
and presently Shane 
came out and 
ran 
toward the 
railroad tracks. 
Several shots 
from the posse took effect in his 
body, and he was dead when the 
pursuers reached him. 
Shane, 
who was a native of 
N ear Fast, and who was usually 
described as a Turk, shot 
and 
killed his cousin, Seid 
Alaway, 
and Alaway’s wife, in a fight in 
their rooms over 
a South 
St. 
Louis confectionery store June 
16, 1923. 
A 
jury 
found 
him 
guilty of the crime 
but insane, 
and 
he was committed to the 
Sanitarium early in 1924. 
His first escape from the insti­ 
tution was in May. and he went 
to Pemiscot County, where 
he 
was captured and taken back to 
the sanitarium. 
The second escape, in the fol­ 
lowing month, ridding the sani­ 
tarium authorities 
of one 
of 
their greatest worries, was not 
followed by any determined 
a t­ 
tempt to obtain his return. The 
Probate Court here last Septem­ 
ber 
decided, in 
a 
hearing at 
which he was not 
represented, 
that 
he 
was of unsound mind, 
and the 
Public 
Administrator 
was named as guardian to 
ad­ 
minister 
a 
pension 
of $80 
a 
month, payable to him as a for­ 
mer soldier. 
He remained 
at 
liberty in Pemiscot County, un­ 
der the ruling there which 
de­ 
clared him sane.
